The  linguist 
must  not  merely  master  grammar, 
but  he  nu!bt  manage  guttural^). 
The  mimicry  must  go  farther:  in 
simulating  expression  it  must  atlect 
the  sentiment.  Yon  are  not  merely 
borrowing  tho  clothes,  but  y(»u  are 
pretending  to  put  on  the  feelings, 
the  thoughts,  the  prejudices  of  the 
wearer.  Now,  what  man  with  a 
htrong  nature  can  merge  himself  so 
entirely  in  his  fictitious  l)eing  as  not 
to  bur>t  the  seams  and  tear  the  lining 
of  a  garment  that  only  im|)edes  the 
free  action  of  his  liml>s,  and  actu- 
ally threatens  the  very  extinction  of 
his  respiration? 

It  U  not  merely  by  tlieir  great .T 
adapt  iveness  that  women  are  better 
linguists  than  men  ;  it  is  by  their 
more  delicate  organisation,  their 
more  subdued  identity,  and  their 
less  obstre{)erons  tom|»i'ramcnt4ii| 
which  are  consetpiently  less  egotisr- 
tical,  less  redolent  of  the  one  indi- 
vidual self.  And  what  is  it  that 
makes  tho  men  of  mark  or  note, 
the  c«>gnato  signs  of  human  algebra, 
but  these  sauie  characteristiis ;  not 
always  g(H>d,  not  always  pleasant, 
not  always  genial,  bat  always  as- 
MK'iated  with  something  that  de- 
clares pre-eminence,  and  pnuiounces 
their  owner  to  l>e  a  **  repret»entativo 
man"?

not  merely  a  smart  epigram  but  a 
great  phi](»*<ophic4d  truth.  It  was 
not  alone  that  we  had  not  |M»^se^sed 
the  opiHirtnnity  to  pick  up  an  ac- 
cent, but  that  we  had  not  subor- 
dinated our  nunds  and  habits  to 
French  nuKJes  and  ways  of  thought, 
and  that  the  tone  antl  teii)i>er  of  tho 
French  iie«>i)le  had  ni>t  bt^rn  beaten 
into  OS  by  the  roll  of  a  Frcnoh  drum 
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One  may  boy  an  accompUsbnient 
too  dearly.  It  is  possible  to  pay 
too  mocb  even  for  a  Parisian  pro- 
nnnciation  I  Not  only  bave  I  never 
fonnd  a  lingoist  a  man  of  eminence, 
bat  I  have  never  seen  a  linguist 
wbo  talked  well.  Flnent  tbey  are. 
of  coarse.  Like  the  Stecknadel 
gnn  of  tbe  Prussians,  they  can  fire 
without  cessation,  bat,  like  tbe 
same  weapon,  they  are  compara- 
tively aimless.  It  is  a  /eu  roulanty 
with  plenty  of  noise  and  some 
smoke,  but  very  "  few  casualties  " 
announce  tbe  success.  Tbe  greatest 
linguist  of  modern  Europe,  Mezzo- 
fanti,  was  a  most  inferior  man.  Of 
tbe  countries  whose  dialect  be  spoke 
to  perfection,  he  knew  nothing.  An 
old  dictionary  would  have  been  to 
tbe  full  as  companionable.  I  find  it 
Very  hard  not  to  be  personal  just 
now,  and  give  a  list — it  would  be  a 
long  one — of  all  the  tiresome  people 
I  know,  who  talk  four,  five,  some 
of  them  six  modern  languages  per- 
fectly. It  is  only  with  an  effort  I 
abstain  from  mentioning  tbe  names 
of  some  well-known  men  wbo  are 
the  charming  people  at  Rome  and 
Vienna  every  winter,  and  each  'sum- 
mer are  the  delight  of  Ems,  of  Berlin, 
and  of  Ischl.  What  tyrants  these 
fellows  are,  too,  over  tbe  men  wbo 
have  not  got  their  gifl  of  tongues  1 
bow  they  out-talk  them  and  over- 
bear them  1  with  what  an  insolent 
confidence  tbey  fall  back  upon  tbe 
petty  superiority  of  their  fluency, 
and  lord  it  over  those  wbo  are  im- 
measurably their  masters  1  Just  as 
Blondin  might  run  along  the  rigging 
of  a  three-decker,  and  pretend  that 
his  agility  entitled  him  to  command  a 
squadron  1 

Notbiug,  besides,  is  more  impos- 
ing than  tbe  mock  eloquence  of 
good  French.  The  language  in  it- 
self is  so  adaptive,  it  is  so  felicitous, 
it  abounds  in  such  innumerable 
pleasant  little  analogies,  such  nice 
conceits  and  suggestive  drolleries, 
that  he  who  acquires  these  has  at 
will  a  whole  armoury  of  attack  and 
defence.  It  actually  requires  years 
of  habit  to  accustom  us  to  a  display 
that  we  come   at  last  to  discover 


implies  no  brilliancy  whatever  in  him 
wbo  ezbibits,  though  it  argues  im- 
mense resources  in  the  treasury  from 
which  he  derives  this  wealth. 

I  have  known  scores  of  delightful 
talkers — Frenchmen  —  wbo  bad  no 
other  charm  than  what  their  lan- 
guage lent  them.  They  were  neither 
profound,  nor  cultivated,  nor  witty 
— some  were  not  even  shrewd  or 
acute  ;  but  all  were  pleasant — plea- 
sant in  the  use  of  a  conversational 
medium,  of  which  the  world  has 
not  the  equal — a  language  that  has 
its  set  form  of  expression  for  every 
social  eventuality,  and  that  bits  to 
a  nicety  every  contingency  of  the 
"  salon ;"  for  it  is  no  more  the 
language  of  natural  people  than  the 
essence  of  tbe  periamer's  shop  is 
tbe  odour  of  a  field  flower.  It  is 
pre-eminently  the  medium  of  peo- 
ple wbo  talk  with  tall  glasses  befi^re 
tbem,  and  an  incense  of  truffles 
around  them,  and  well-dressed  wo- 
men—clever and  witty,  and  not 
over-scrupulous  in  their  opinions — 
for  their  company.  Then,  French 
is  unapproachable ;  English  would 
be  totally  unsuited  to  the  occasion, 
and  German  even  more  so.  There

The  cloistered  gallery  in  his  long  dark  gown. 
Picking  the  black  stones  out  to  f(tep  upon. 
Or  through  the  garden  paces  listlessly 
With  eyes  fixed  on  the  ground,  hour  after  hour, 
While  now  and  then  he  stoops  and  picks  a  flower. 
And  smells  it,  as  it  were,  abstractedly. 
What  he  is  doing  is  a  plague  to  me ! 
Sometimes  he  stands  before  yon  orange-pot 
His  hands  behind  him,  just  as  if  he  saw 
Some  curious  thing  upon  its  leaves,  and  then. 
With  a  quick  glance,  as  if  a  sudden  thought 
Had  struck  his  mind,  there,  standing  on  the  spot, 
He  takes  a  little  tablet  out  to  draw. 
Then,  muttering  to  himself^  walks  on  agen. 
He  is  the  very  oddest  man  of  men ! 

Brother  Anselmo  tells  me  that  the  book 
CTwas  left  by  chance  upon  the  bench  one  day, 
And  in  its  leaves  our  brother  got  a  look) 
Is  scribbled  over  with  all  sorts  of  things, — 
Notes  about  colours,  how  to  mix  and  lay^ 
With  plans  of  flying  figui      ^'     es  for  wings, 
Caricatures  and  forts  and  u      , 
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The  skeletons  of  men  and  boMts  snd  bixthi 
Engines,  and  cabalistic  signs  and  words, 
Some  written  backwards,  noteH  of  music,  lyres, 
And  wheels  with  boilers  under  Ihem  and  tires, 
A  sort  of  lute  made  of  a  horse's  skull, 
Sonnets,  and  other  idle  scrafMi  of  rhyme, — 
Of  things  like  this  the  book  was  scribbled  ftilL 
I  pray  your  Highness,  now,  ia  this  the  way. 
Instead  of  painting  every  day  all  day. 
For  him  to  trifle  with  our  precious  time? 

Ah !  there  he  is  now —Would  your  Highness  look 

Behind  that  pillar  in  the  furthe^^t  nook,  * 

That  is  his  velvet  cap  and  flowing  TDbe. 

See  how  he  pulls  his  beard,  as  up  and  down 

He  seems  to  count  the  stones  he  treitds  upon  1 

T would  irk  the  patience  of  the  good  man  Job 

To  see  him  idling  thus  his  time  away. 

As  if  our  Lord  and  Judas  both  were  done. 

And  there  was  nought  to  do  but  muse  and  stray 

Along  the  cloisters.    May  I  dare  to  pray 

Your  Highness  would  vouchsafe  one  word  to  say ; 

for  when  I  speak  he  only  answers  me^ 

**  Padre  Bandclli,  go  and  say  your  mass— 

Thafs  what  you  understand — and  let  me  pass ; 

1  am  not  idle,  though  I  reom  to  be.** 

''  Not  idle !  then  Vm  nothing  but  an  ass.'* 

Thus  once  1  spoke,  for  he  annoyed  me  so ; 

At  which  lie  answcretl,  smiling,  **  Oh  no,  no  I  ' 

Padre,  youVe  wry  wise,  as  all  men  know.*' 

I  mention  this  to  show  what  pleasant  ways 

This  painter  has,  and  not  that  I  the  praise 

Accepted  as  at  all  deserved  by  me. 

(iod  save  us  from  vain  pride,  and  help  us  through 

Our  daily  work  in  due  humility  I 

Not  mine  the  praise  for  what  I  have,  for  So 

Huth  given  all !     So  I  began  anew : 

''  Not  idle  1     Well,  I  know  not  what  you  do  I 

You  do  not  paint  our  picture,  tliat  I  see." 

To  which  he  said,  '*  A  picture  is  not  wrought 

])y  hands  alone,  good  Padre,  but  by  thought 

In  the  interior  life  it  first  must  start, 

And  grow  to  form  and  colour  in  the  soul; 

There  once  conceived  and  rounded  to  a  whole, 

The  rest  is  but  the  handicraft  of  art 

While  I  seem  idle,  then  my  sonl  creates; 

While  I  am  painting,  then  my  hand  translates." 

Now  this,  I  say,  is  nonsense,  sheer  enough. 

Or  else  a  metaphysical  excuse 

For  idleness,  and  he  should  not  abuse 

Yonr  Hi}:)ines8  by  this  sort  of  canting  stuff. 

Look  at  him  sauntering  there  in  his  long  dress — 

If  he  is  working,  what  is  idleness? 

Not  there,  your  Highness, — on  the  ether  side 
Our  painter's  walkmg;  he  you  look  at  noir 
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Is  a  poor  brother,  pious,  void  of  pridei,  . 

Who  there  performs  a  penitential  vow. 

He,  like  Ser  Leonardo,  does  not  stroU 

Idly,  but  lis  he  walks  recites  his  prayers, 

And  reads  his  breviary :  and  he  wears 

A  haircloth  *neath  his  serge  to  save  his  souL 

Ah  I  weak  is  man,  he  falls  in  many  snares ; 

And  we  with  prayer  must  work,  would  we  control 

Those  idle  thoughts  where  Satan  sows  his  tares. 

But,  as  I  was  observing,  there  have  passed 

Some  twenty  long  and  weary  months  since  he 

First  turned  us  out  of  our  refectory, 

And  who  knows  how  much  longer  this  may  last  ? 

Yet  if  our  painter  worked  there  steadily, 

I  could  say  nothing ;  but  the  work  stands  still, 

While  he  goes  idlias  round  the  cloisters*  shade. 

Pleasant  enough  for  nim — ^but  is  he  paid 

For  idle  dreaming  thoujj;hts,  or  work  and  skill  ? 

I  crave  your  pardon ;  if  I  speak  amiss. 
Your  Highness  will,  I  hope,  allowance  make 
That  I  have  spoken  for  your  Highness*  sake, 
And  not  that  us  it  inconveniences, 
Although  it  is  a  scandal  to  us  all        ^ 
To  see  this  picture  half-done  on  the  wall. 
A  word  from  your  most  eracious  lips,  I  feel^ 
Would  greatly  quicken  Ser  Leonardo's  zeal. 
And  we  should  soon  see  o*er  our  daily  board, 
The  Judas  finished,  and  our  blessed  Lord. 

But  he  approaches,  in  his  hand  the  book ; 
Into  its  pages  should  your  Highness  look, 
They  would  amuse  you  by  their  strange  devices. 
Your  gracioos  presence  now  he  recognises ; 
That  smile  and  bow  and  lifted  cap  I  see, 
Are  for  his  Prince  and  Patron,  not  for  me. 

Note. — ^There  is  some  difficulty  in  fixing  the  exact  time  during  which 
Leonardo  da  Vinci  was  engaged  in  painting  his  fiunous  Cenacolo.  One 
date  alone  seems  to  be  properly  established,  and  this  is,  that  the  picture 
was  finished  in  the  latter  part  of  the  vear  1497,  or  in  the  begmning  of 
the  year  1498 ;  the  only  question  is,  when  it  was  begun.  Vasari,  whose 
chronology  is  often  very  defective,  says  that  Leonardo  was  brought  to 
Milan  after  the  death  of  Galeazzo,  and  the  elevation  of  Ludovico  Sforza 
to  the  dukedom  of  llilan.  in  1494 ;  thnt.  after  his  arrival,  he  painted  a 
**  NativitiL,  a  tavola,"  which  was  sent  by  the  Duke  to  the  Emperor,  and 
then  commenced  the  Cenacolo.  L*Amoretti  thinks  he  was  engaged  on 
this  work  several  years  {varii  annt),  and  Bossi  is  of  opinion  that  he 
spent  sixteen  years  on  it  This  latter  supposition  is  not  tenable,  for  up 
to  the  year  1496  his  time  seems  to  have  been  pretty  fully  occupied  on 
other  works.  In  1493  he  modelled  the  equestrian  statue  of  Francesco 
Sforza,  a  work  of  great  labour  and  finish.  In  1494-95,  besides  other 
occupations,  he  made  an  **  allegoria "  for  the  Duke  Ludovico,  and  painted 
the  portraits  of  Ludovico  il  Moro,  and  his  wife  and  children.  In  1496  he 
Eoade  sixty  fig^ures  for  the  treatise,  *  De  Divina  Proportione,*  of  Fra  Luca

Within  these  sixteen  jean  he  Is  luown  to  hare  painted  aereral  importint 
picture^  meddled  the  equestrian  statue  of  Fnnceaoo  Sfitna,  and,  beddea 
nrions  woriis  in  ennaeeritag  an4  iucba^ca>,to.  btn .  Iicx^tructed  the 
great  canal'  of  the  lurtefpnfb,  irU^,  alooa  i^  ssQdW  to  immortalise 

In  Ibe  notes  to  the  carofuny  prepared  edilion  of  Vasari,  publij-lied  by 
Felice  <le  MoDHicr,  in  1S5I,  under  the  cdilor-hip  of  a  "Socictd  dc'  Amik- 
tori  delle  Itelle  Arli,"  there  i^  a  chronological  view  of  the  life  and 
woika  of  Leonardo  appended  to  Taeari'ii  life,  and  drawn  from  AmoretU, 
Gaye,  and  other  authentic  documents,  from  which  it  appears  tlint,  in 
14116,.  the  Ccnacolo  at  Milan  was  commenced,  and  in  MSB  was  finidljed, 
mng  a  period  of  about  two  years  to  the  execution  of  this  great  vaA. 
Ibis  statement  seemn  to  be  the  moe^t  prohatjle  and  the  best  accriditcd.  As 
Leonardo  undoubtedly  spent  much  time  in  the  preparation  of  the  wall, 
the  period  actually  occupied  in  (be  painting  seems  therefore  to  liuTO  beta

At  that  dread  moment  when  He  brake  the  bread, 

And  thoee  submissiTe  words  of  pathos  said, 

"By  one  among  you  I  ^all  be  betrayed," — 

And  say  if  'tie  an  easy  task  to  find,    ' 

Even  among  the  best  that  walk  this  earth,

That  has  its  une^o  solely  *"  the  mind. 

Tainly  my  penal  stra^lea  to  eznesa

And  if  it  please  his  reverence  and  you, 
For  Judas'  face  Fm  willing  to  paint  his. 

Padre  Bandelli  is  a  £:ort  of  man 

Joking  apart,  whose  little  round  of  thought 

Is  like  his  life,  the  measure  of  a  span. 

He  knows  and  does  the  duties  he  is  taught  — 

Prays,  preaches,  eats,  and  sleeps  in  dull  content ; 

Does  the  day*8  work,  and  deems  it  excellent ; 

Says  he's  a  sinner,  but  we're  sinners  alL 

And  puts  his  own  sin  down  to  Adam's  mil 

Christ,  at  the  last  day,  others  may  reject, — 

Poor  painters,  or  great  dukes  with  their  state  ca^'es ; 

But  that,  with  all  his  massefi,  fasts,  and  prajers, 

A  convent's  prior  should  not  be  elect, 

Padre  Bandelli  has  not  half  a  doubt  — 

'Twere  a  strange  heaven,  indeed,  with  him  left  out 

Him  the  imagination  does  not  tease 

With  hungry  cravings,  restless  impulses ; 

Him  no  despairing  days  the  Furies  briug, 

No  torturing  doubts,  no  anxious  questioning ; 

But  day  by  day  his  ordered  time  is  spent, 

In  doing  over  the  same  things  again. 

How  should  he  know  the  artistes  inward  strain, 

His  vexing  and  fastidious  discontent  ? 

Art  he  considers  as  a  sort  of  trade,

He  grasps  at  shadows  he  can  ne'er  retain. 
How  sweet  and  fair  the  inward  vision  gleams ! 
How  dull  and  base  the  painted  copy  seems! 
Wo  are  like  Danaus'  daughters  —  all  in  vain 
We  strive  to  fill  our  vases.    Human  art 
Through  myriad  leaks  lets  out  the  spirit's  part, 
And  nothing  but  the  earthy  dregs  remain. 

But  who  can  force  the  spirit  to  conceive  f 

Its  lofiy  empire  is  above  our  will : 

Trained  though  we  be,  we  only  can  fulfill 

Its  orders,  and  a  joyous  welcome  give. 

Oft  when  the  music  waits,  the  coom  is  decked,

This  year  our  exports  are  Kkely 
to  am#unt  to  160  millions  sterling, 
and  our  imports  to  280.  Between 
1889  and  1849  our  trade  increased 
rather  more  than  25  per  cent;  but 
in  the  next  ten  years,  aided  by  the 
gold-discoverieSj  it  increased  100 
per  cent  During  the  last  twentjr- 
flye  years  our  tnde  has  trebled  id 
amount,— the  exports  baring  risen 
from  62  millions  to  160  millions 
and  our  imports  from  86  millions 
to  about  280.    So  rapid  an  increase  is 


unparalleled  in  the  annals  of  com- 
merce. The  increase  of  our  national 
wealth  arises  in  the  main  from  three 
different  sources.  It  arises  (1)  from 
an  increase  in  the  produce  of  the 
soil  and  the  rocks  (of  grain,  animals 
wearing  materials,  and  fruits,  and 
of  coal,  iron,  and  other  metaU),  or 
from  a  diminution  in  the  cost  of 
production  thereof;  (2)  from  an 
increase  in  the  amount  of  goods 
which  we  manufacture  and  export^ 
or  in  a  diminished  cost  in  the 
manufacture  of  them;  and  (8) 
ih>m  a  profitable  investment  df 
our  spare  capital  in  the  constnio- 
tion  of  railways  and  such  like  en* 
terprises  abroad.  The  'Economist* 
reckons  that  our  annual  9a9inf$ 
amount  to  £180,000,000,  and  the 
lowest  computation  is  £80,000,000. 
It  is  impoMible  to  conjecture  the 
total  income  of  the  country;  but 
the  contributions  made  to  it  by  the 
profits  on  our  foreign  trade  are  rapid- 
Iv  on  the  increase.  It  is  true, 
the  returns  of  our  export  trade  do 
not  indicate  with  perfect  aocuracj 
the  amount  of  profits  arising  from 
it  There  may  be  orer-productionf 
causing  a  glut  in  the  foreign  mar- 
kets, and  consequently  a  fall  of 
prices,  and  less  profit  to  our  ex- 
porting merchants.  Such  was  the 
case  in  1860,  but,  by  good-luck,  it 
WIS  quickly  righted  by  the  sudden 
dearth  of  cotton  goods  which  fol- 
lowed. It  is  also  to  be  noted,  that 
during  the  last  two  and  a  half  years, 
the  profits  of  our  exportins  manu- 
facturers have  not  been  in  the  same 
proportion  to  the  value  of  goods 
exported  as  formirly.  The  great  in- 
crease in  the  cost  of  the  raw  materi- 
als must  be  taken  into  account  It 
is  only  upon  the  manufacture  of

Tn'  the  Poapon  when  the  leaves  change  from  grocn  to  brown,  and  arc 
Bwejit  round  and  round  by  the  eerie  autumn  winds — when  the  summer 
purposes  are  ended,  and  those  of  winter  arc  not  yet  begun — in  Uie  miJ^: 
of  tlie  customary  changes  though  which,  year  after  year,  we  liave  all 
passed  from  summer  into  winter, — the  electric  wires  startle  us  with  the 
astounding  news  that  the  boldest  explorer  of  the  ago  has  been  killed 
ill  nn  Knglish  stubble-field  by  the  accidental  discharge  of  a  gun.  The 
wnrld  stands  in  breathless  awe  at  such  an  event  It  had  but  barc 
tiino  to  master  that  stimng  history  of  patience,  faith,  endurance,  aad 
conra^rc  crowned  with  success,  when  it  learned  that  the  hero  of  the 
great  triumph  had  become  for  ever  deaf  to  the  echoes  of  its  applau>e 
—  that  the  pjreat  heart  beat  no  more  with  aspirations  of  achicvcuicnU 
to  come.  It  is  impossible  to  overlook  the  parallel  with  Bruce,  and 
the  life  extinguished  by  such  an  accident  as  might  befall  a  London 
alderman,  whose  whole  perils  of  existence  lie  in  the  transit  beturccn 
tlic  drawing-room  and  the  dining-room ;  and  those  who  arc  least  prone 
t')  rend  .special  meanings  in  the  decrees  of  Providence  cannot  well  avoid 
an  inference  from  events  winch  seem  to  justify  their  favourite  scepti- 
cism by  confounding  the  knowledge  of  the  wise,  and  proving  how 
little  is  to  be  predicted  of  ultimate  effects  from  apparent  causes.  He 
who  h  id  for  years  stood  face  to  face  with  death  in  all  its  forms  —  who 
had  thus  more  fully  than  perhaps  any  other  living  man  mastered  all 
tlic  causes  and  sources  of  danger  to  life  —  swept  away  by  the  kind  of 
casualty  that  occasionally  picks  off  an  inexperienced  schoolboy  I  What 
a  terrible  reminder  of  the  fallibility  of  man!  What  an  awfully  solemn 
STnicMi  on  the  text  which  tells  us  that  the  race  is  not  always  to  the 
s'.vift  nor  the  battle  to  the  strong!  Had  the  event  occurred  in  tliat 
c::»^siv,  a-^e  when  seeking  the  source  of  tlio  Nile  was  proverbial  as  i 
lauit  after  the  unattainable,  the  gieat  lyric  might  have  grouped  it  with 
tlio  iihituJlt  durum  cita  mors  AcliHhm^  and  the  other  incongruities  whicl 
.s.nw  that  human  nature  is  not  constituted  to  achieve  perfection. 

'I'ho  world  knows  what  it  has  lost  in  the  trie<l  soldier,  the  bold  ex 
pi  'ler,  and  the  sagacioiis  discoverer;  but  to  a  little  special  world  ncarei 
to  liiin,  his  death  is  the  closing  of  a  friendly  eye — the  extinction  of 
fl  sunny  smile.  In  the  best  sense  of  the  word,  he  was  very  amiable. 
The  charm  of  his  sweet  temper  and  kindly  ways  fell  on  all  who  came 
into  frio!Rlly  intercourse  with  him  ;  and  it  was  a  sincere  and  fundamental 
amiability,  fulfiUing  the  precept  of  a  modern  sage,  who  said,  "The  best 
way  to  make  people  like  you  is  to  appear  to  like  them,  and  the  best  way 
t.^  aiipear  to  like  them  is  really  to  like  them."  By  t:ho  friendly  hearth, 
in  fact,  he  had  so  much  good-humour,  docility,  and  pliability  about 
triti'js,  that  people  who  saw  no  more  of  him  might  have  formed  the 
uttvrly  mistaken  notion  that  he  was  infirm  of  purpose,  and  wanting  in 
the  hardness  of  character  necessary  for  great  achievements.  And  so  he 
re:ilised  that  Bne  old  idea  of  true  chivalry',  in  which  the  hero  in  the  Held 
bc«'ame  a  lamb  at  home. 

CiiiMren,  the  most  sure  judges  of  true  goodness  of  nature,  were  de 
liiT'itcd  with  him.  He  took  to  them,  not  with  tlie  patnMiisin;;  air  of 
pe<>i'h)  doing  the  benevolent,  but  as  one  of  themselves.  Dc  Quinccy  iw 
one  «»f  the  most  spiritual  of  his  essays,  speaks  of  "the  eternal  child  "  thai 
d'vells  in  tine  natures  —  the  remnant  of  tho  simplicity  and  candour  of 
ohillhond  surviving  through  the  sagacltv  and  strength  of  manhood  and 
\U  contests  with  the  world.    No  man  had  more  of  this  than  Speke.     la 
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a  group  of  diildrcn  he  took  and  communicated  enjoyment;  and  their 
spnrts  were  actuallj  Bport  to  the  hunter  of  Uic  tiger  and  hijppopotamua. 
Kvcu  while  these  reminiscences  are  passing  through  the  niiiid,  a  Utile 
group,  with  subdued  voices,  are  recalling  his  kindly  romps,  and  especially 
Uiat  occ:b«ion  when  an  illustrious  table  wns  spread  for  him  in  rain,  be- 
cause it  was  a  gala-day,  and  he  could  not  drag  himself  from  the  genuine 
eiijovnient  he  felt  in  the  sports  of  a  group  of  children  who  were  making 
the  long  uassages  and  hiding-holes  of  a  quaint  old  house  ring  with  their 
shouts  ana  their  laughter. 

Tiiis  genial  assimu&tion  with  young  folks  and  their  enjojrmcnts  was  a 
very  pleasing  feature^  but  it  was  one  of  many  tluit  went  together  to  form 
the  nublo  bimplicity  of  his  nature.  This  was  shown  powerfully  in  the 
way  in  which  he  bore  his  honours.  Both  when  he  returned  triumphant, 
and  when  ho  issued  the  wondrous  narrative  of  his  difficulties  and  their 
conquest,  the  great  lionising  world  was  roaring  at  his  heel 8,  dcmnnding 
hiru  as  its  prey,  but  he  heeded  it  not  Uo  did  not,  like  vulgar  rcpudiators 
of  popularity,  let  it  overtake  him  that  he  might  conspicuously  repel  it, 
but  ho  kept  quiet  at  his  work  and  among  his  friends,  avoiding  all  occa- 
sions of  notoriety.  To  this  line  of  conduct  ho  made  one  characteristio 
cxa'ption.  Like  many  Englishmen  who  become  famous,  he  had  a  little 
world  of  his  own  in  his  oiK'n  county  of  Somerset,  where  his  social  position 
was  iK>s><ibly  an  object  of  as  much  real  pride  and  satisfaction  as  his  wide 
fame,  llo  belonged  to  an  old  county  family  of  worshipful  repute  for 
many  centuries.  So  when  one  of  the  Spckes  of  Jordans  became  famous 
over  the  world,  his  fkme  was  part  of  the  property  of  the  district,  in  whicli 
its  inhabitants  must  partake;  and  in  his  kindly  nature  he  tiuhmittod 
with  thu  best  grace  to  the  ovation  offered  him  in  his  native  disttrict, 
knowing  tliat  to  evade  it  would  be  a  sore  mortification  to  old  friends  and 
good  nei;;hboiu*8. 

One  who  had  risen  so  high  could  not  escape  the  fiite  of  eminence  to 
brin;;  f«>rth  carpers  and  detractors.  A  solemn  Filciice  will  now  pervade 
the  iiM  of  strife.  We  refer  to  it  merely  for  the  purpose  of  dropping  a 
wonl  f>r  explanation  on  what  feenicd  the  most  plausible  charge  brought 
finvanl  by  liis  censors — that  in  his  books  ho  has  not  done  full  justice  to 
other  persons  who  have  laboured  meritoriously,  though  with  nnperfect 
Ruccrss,  in  the  field  of  his  triumph.  It  might  be  a  sufficient  answer  to 
any  sueh  charge,  that  he  docs  not  profess  to  write  the  history  of  African 
exploration  and  discovery,  but  merely  to  narrate  what  he  himself  did 
and  suw.  But  all  who  personally  knew  him  would  acquit  him  of  any 
design  to  be  even  passively  ungenerous.  Kvcry  one  who  reads  his  fresh 
narratives  will  see  that  he  has  not  been  trained  in  the  art  and  mystery 
of  prores>ional  book -making.  The  book-writer,  like  the  lawyer  and  the 
actor,  has  certain  traditional  conventionalities^  and  among  them  one  of 
the  nio^t  tiresome  is  the  acknowledgment  or  obligations  to  intelligent 
as>i-(tants.  If  you  analyse  and  estimate  the  rounded  sentences  in  which 
these  acknowledgments  are  usually  expressed,  you  will  invariably  find 
tliat  tiny  tend  to  uplifl  the  glory  of  the  author.  They  place  him  in 
that  rank  most  cnvie<l  of  all  the  niches  in  the  temple  of  fame  —  that 
of  the  niastir-nund  that  can  find  good  human  tools  wherewith  his 
fame  and  fortune  are  to  be  hewn  out  There  are  no  better  saniplcH 
of  insolent  condescension  to  be  found  than  these  acknowled^rments  of 
assistance  as  they  are  commonly  expressed.  Speke  was  not  suffi- 
ciently adn>it  in  the  crafl  of  l)Ook-making  to  be  acquainted  witli  the 
method  «f  that  form  of  pride  that  apes  humility;  nor,  if  he  had  been 
instructi'd  in  it,  would  it  probably  have  commended  it«elf  to  his  accept- 
ance. Hti  told  his  own  story  plainly  and  frankly,  and  left  others  to  tell 
theirs.     Dcfore  the  world  he  thus  put  in  no  claim  to  the  reputation  of 
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generosity ;  and  the  worM  did  not  know,  and  had  no  right  to  judge, 
whether  generosity  was  or  was  not  among  his  qualifications. 

Those  who  came  dose  to  him  saw  that  he  possessed  it  in  large  measure, 
and  that  nothing  could  be  more  contrary  to  his  nature  than  to  be  penu- 
rious, or  unjust  to  any  man.  lie  was  a  cheerful  giver.  All  men  have 
their  defects,  and  it  was  easy  to  see  that  careless  profusion  and  inability 
to  say  "  No  "  were  among  his.  Without  tho  unaraiable  antithesis attributcii 
to  the  great  Roman  revolutionist  of  being  alieni  appetcnf,  ho  had  a  dis- 
position to  be  sui  profimus.  He  was  penurious  to  no  one  but  himstlE 
\Vhen  saving  funds  for  hia  great  enterprise,  he  lived  for  somo  time  with 
a  parsimoniousncss  scarcely  prudent ;  and,  on  tho  other  hand,  when  he 
thought  tho  Government  had  not  dealt  with  proper  generosity  to  Lis 
black  assistants,  he  rewarded  them  liberally  from  his  own  resource.*?. 

Our  own  readers  have  had  the  privilege  of  a  longer  and  fuller  acouaint- 
nnco  with  Captain  Speko  than  the  rest  of  the  world  has  enjoyed.  It  was 
hero  th.'tt,  some  six  years  ago,  he  gave  tho  stirring  narrative  of  his  first 
adventures  in  Africa,  and  announced  the  dawning  of  his  great  discovery. 

In  giving  to  the  world  a  narrative  of  events  so  distant  and  marvellous, 
and  so  utterly  out  of  the  reach  of  all  the  ordinary  checks  on  accuracy, 
everything  depended  on  tho  character  of  the  narrator ;  and  the  editor  wa* 
t!ms  brought  into  a  communion  with  him  much  closer  and  more  personal 
than  is  usually  necessary  in  the  communications  of  contributor  and  editor 
The  better  he  was  known,  the  stronger  became  both  tho  respect  and  the 
attachment  ho  inspired.  The  two  had  m.any  friendly  communingfi,  ktA 
one  especially  left  an  impression  never  to  be  effaced.  It  was  a  plea.«aTit 
summer  evening,  and  both  were  strolling  together  under  the  shadow  of 
tret»s  smoking  and  talking  over  the  groat  project.  It  was  remarked  to  hira 
ih.'it  he  had  already  risked  his  life  to  an  extent  far  beyond  the  average 
ilnngors  wliich  the  human  being  is  likely  to  escape,  and  ho  should  con- 
sider the  feelings  of  those  to  whom  he  was  dear — of  his  parents  especi- 
ally— ^licforo  setting  f  >rth  again.  "With  a  light  in  his  eye  never  to  bo  for- 
fCotten,  he  expressed  the  inner  force  that  was  driving  him  on  to  his 
dosliny.  lie  knew,  he  said,  that  ho  had  hit  on  tho  Source  of  the  Nile; 
he  nmst  complete  liis  work.  IJow  would  ho  feel  if  any  foreigner  should 
take  from  IJritain  tho  honour  of  the  discovery  ? — rather  dio  a  hundred 
times !  In  this  and  many  other  conversations,  ho  communicated  so  much 
confidence  in  his  indomitable  nature  to  his  auditor,  that  when  the  months 
parsed  on  without  tidings,  and  the  world  gave  him  up  as  lost,  there  re- 
mained in  one  breast,  at  least,  a  faith  that  ho  would  return,  and  return 
triumphant,  as  ho  did.  It  is  fortunate  for  tho  world  that  the  triumph 
prereded  the  catastrophe.  It  is  the  remaining  con.solation  of  his  friends 
that  no  man  of  the  age  is  safer  for  immortality.  He  who  achieved  what 
mankind  had  been  struggling  after  for  three  throusand  years,  is  sure  to  be 
remembered  as  long  as  t lie  earih  exists  and  is  inhabited.
